USSR INDUSTRY 
FULFILS PLANS 
‘OF PAST YEAR 


MOSCOW. Commissars of 
Railways, Heavy Industry, Foods 
and Light Industry all submitted 
reports announcing over-fulfill- 
ment of the annual plans in their 
departments. 

In railways Commissar L. M. 
Kaganovich reported 484.2 mil- 
lion tons of freight loaded, or 
105.9 per cent of the planned 
457 million tons. In_ ton-kilo- 
meters the plan was fulfilled 
108.1 per cent. The specific 
phase of coal loadings fell short, 
to 94.2 per cent of the plan, al- 
though it was 102.4 per cent as 
compared to 1935. 

Passenger-kilometers were re- 
ported at 109.9 per cent of the 
annual plan. 

Heavy industry, as reported by 
the late Commissar Sergo Orjon- 
ikidse, had slightly overfulfilled 
its plan even by Dec. 14 when 
production had reached 31,430 
roubles out of a plan calling for 
31,373 million roubles. 

The food industry, reported by 
Commissar A. ,Mikoyan, reported 
that by December 14 the plan 
of 9,145 million roubles had 
been overfulfilled by, 15 millions 
roubles. 

Light. industry, reported by 
Commissar I. Lyubimov, had by 
Dec. 20 reached: 100.2 per cent 
of the total plan of the year 
which was 7,642 million roubles. 
Production amounted to 7,658.9 
millions. Eleven months’ output

AUSTRIAN LABOR 
OUSTS FASCISTS 
FROM COUNCILS 


VIENNA—Austria’s Fascist re- 
gime has suffered a disastrous 
blow in the recent workers’ coun- 
¢ils elections throughout’ the 
country. 

Almost everywhere the factory 
councils appointed by the fascist 
government after the civil war 
in 1934, have been defeated and 
labor’s former spokesmen have 
been re-elected to these posts. 


In twenty-eight furniture fac- 
tories at Vienna, sixty of the 
sixty-nine newly elected coun- 
cil members are free trade un- 
jonists and members of the dis- 
solved Social-Democrat Labor 
Party; seven. belong to the for- 
mer. Christian-Social (Catholic) 
party; one is a Nazi adherent, 
and only one is a former govern- 
mentment appointee. 

At the leading automobile fac- 
tory, Steyr, seven of the govern- 
ment appointees have been de- 
feated and replaced by former 
free trade unionists. 

The same is said to be true in 
al other industries, and despite 
the pressure from above, the 
workers’ councils throughout 
Austria again consist almést en- 
tirely of regular trade unionists 
and opponents of the Fascist re- 
gime. 

In one or two places where 
the government was determined 
not: to permit the election of op- 
ponents the workers decided to 
refrain from taking part in the 
elections.

Labor, Legislation and 
The Coming Elections 


(Statement of Communist Party 
of Alameda County.) 


Labor in Oakland and Alame- 
da County is rapidly forging 
ahead for united progressive, pol- 
itical action on behalf of labor 
and its progressive allies—the 
issue being the people versus 
reaction. 

Last fall the Non-Partisan Pol-

possible were the East Coast 
unions in as strong a ‘position 
as those on the Pacific Coast. 

The government, the shipown- 
ers, and the ISU officialdom car- 
ried on a combined drive to force 
the immediate acceptance of the 
Copeland Book on the East Coast 
seamen, as soon as their strike 
was terminated. 

The syndicalist elements on 
the Pacific: Coast, the same ones 
who previously advicated a sep- 
arate vote. on the 
agreements, began agitating: for 
a continuance of the strike or 
“job-action” until the Copeland 
Act was tepealed. They spread 
rumors that the Communists ad- 
vocated accepting the Fink Book, 
that Joe Curran had told the 
East Coast seamen to aecept the 
Fink Book,-and similar slanders. 

This. propaganda again played , 
into the shipowners‘ hands, and 
seriously interfered with the ne- 
gotiations in progress. The ship- 
owners issued statements to the 
effect that even if agreements 
were signed with the unions, an- 
other strike “against the Govern- 
ment” would take place the fol- 
lowing months against the Cope- 
land Act. They used this as a 
pretext to stall in their negotia- 
tions with the ILA, and rejected 
some of the longshoremen’s sbasic 
demands. 

Lundeberg, Ferguson Actions 

The issue came to a head on 
Jan. 27th, when Lundeberg and 
Ferguson resorted to an unpre- 
cedented action. They‘ called a 
meeting of the three ISU unions 
on the Copeland Book, and at- 
tempted to railroad their policy 
through ‘by strong-arm methods. 
They arbitrarily barred from the 
hall a delegation representing 
the Joint \ Strike Committee 
headed by Harry Bridges, and 
also barred all members of the 
three other seagoing crafts.. The 
strikers in the hall were so en- 
‘raged by this undemocratic pro- 
cedure, that a big majority walk- 
ed out of the hall in disgust, and 
the meeting broke up‘in disor- 
der. The shipowners marked 
time in the negotiations, ready 
to take advantage of the rift in 
the unions’ ranks. 

The following day, in a tense 
atmosphere, the Joint Strike 
Committee caHed a meeting of 
all strikers, and the heads of all

It is not possible within the 
scope of this article to deal ade- 
quately. with the significancé of 
the Atlantic and Gulf Seamen’s 
struggle, and -its relation to the 
West Coast (see Roy. Hudson's “ 
artcile in the Daily Worker and 
the March “Communist”). Suf- 
fice it to say that for the first 
time, the gap between the two 
Coasts, in degree of organization 
and struggle, and in solidarity, 
is rapidly being bridged as a re- 
sult of their heroic fight, against 
odds... The West..Coast ‘strikers 
did not sufficiently realize the 
importance of the East Coast 
struggle and the necessity. of 
giving it full support, and Lun- 
deberg by his tactics even cre- 
ated a barrier to unity and sol- 
idarity between the two Coasts. 
It must be admitted, however, 
that the Communists and other 
progressive forces working with

of those thirty-three ' so-called 
“Old Bolsheviks” did not+-one 
have revolutionary manliness 
enough to get up and say that 
the confessions had been forced 
from him—If they were? 

Westerners are . puzzled to 
underS$tand the psychological 
reasons that made these men 
confess so freely. Some people 
have blamed it on the myster- 
ious “Slavic soul.’ I think the 
explanation is simpler. I used 
to be a newspaper reporter, and 
over a period of eight or nine 
years covered at least fifty 
murders.

Minn. Shows How 
Peoples Party Can 
Benefit Masses

happens when a Farmer-Labor 
Party gains control of a legis- 
lature, as is the case in Minne- 
sota.) ; 

ST. PAUL—The Farmer-Labor 
‘ax program is now before the 
state legiskafure. It includes far- 
reaching tax revisions based up- 
yn “ability to pay.” 

Tax measures have been care- 


fully worked out in conjunction | 


with Gov. Elmer A. Benson‘s 
office. It was Benson who said, 
in his 
winter: “If you adopt a tax re- 
vision program in accordance 
with ability to pay, we need 
have no fear that the state will 
be unable to meet all of its ob- 
ligations to its citizens.” 

‘Thus the theme for tax laws 
has been laid along the Farmer- 
Labor program of betterment. of 
the living. conditions of the 
workers and farmers in the 
state. During the 1936 campaign 
the Republicans first accepted, 
then repudiated under‘ a storm 
of remoristrance, a tax program 
based upon a general sales tax. 
Currently, the opposition to tax- 
ation based upon ability to pay 
is offering the Republican ‘sales 
tax program, disguised uhder a 
“gross income tax” which one 
tax expert declares is the most 
vicious form of tax ever im- 
posed jin this or any other State. 

Make Wealhty Pay' 

It is a tax upon gross re- 
ceipts under which a consumer 
would pay a sales tax not once 
but three times. It is based up- 
on the idea of taxing property 
instead of wealth. meh oy 

On the other hand, the admin- 
istration’s proposals would in- 
crease taxes on public utilities, 
mining companies wfiich have 
never paid their just share, ‘in- 
heritances, high incomes, + 
clidih stores. Gross earnings ol 
railroads, pipe lines and all pib- 
lic utilities will be taxed at a 
higher rate than at present, if 
the Farmer-Labor program car- 
ries. 

Meanwhile, bills to benefit the 


people have been introduced by 


party leaders and others, one 
calling for reductions in. rural 
credit rates to 3 per ¢ent, an- 
other outlawing deficiency judg- 
ments, and a third, of special 
interest to farmers, exempting a 
greater proportion of livestock 
from tax valuation. 


Winding up the tax innova-|~ 


tions is a concurrent resolution 
urging passage of a federal con- 
stitutional amendment prohibit- 
ing issuance .of tax-exempt se- 
curities. The resolution states: 
“The purchasers of tax-exempt 
securities are avoiding their fair 
share of taxes, and such securi- 
ties are purchased ‘iby those best 
able to pay taxes,” 

Other events on the Farmer- 
Labor front: Introduction of a 
bill setting up a new department 
of public welfareethe unem- 
ployed person in need of relief 
no longer to be treated as one 
requiring special care, as do or- 
phans arid the insane, but rath- 
er is considered a victim ot a 
faulty social order.

ANTI - LYNCHING 
BILL IN SENATE 


Would Punish Officials Allow- 
ing Lynching 


WASHINGTON — Introduced 
by Senators Costigan (Colo., 
Dem.), Wagner (Dem., N. Y.), 
and Can Nuys (Ind., Dem.), the 
new federal anti-Iynching bill 
has become the focal point. of a 
national’ campaign to end the 
murder of Negroes. * 

Southern congressmen for 
years spiked passage of a. pre- 
vious ‘bill. They are again lin- 
ing up against anti-lynch jegis- 
lation. 

The bill would provide a fine 
for any‘ legal officers whose ne- 
glect of a prisoner leads to 
lynchching. It would/levy¥ fines 
from $1000 to $2000 against any 
political subdivision “which fails 
to protect and give fair trial to 
those _ Suspected or accused of 
crime.’
